Court Mourning will riot be observed by the Navy, Army and Air Force, 
except in the case of officers who are serving on the Personal Staff of the 
Viceroy arid of Governors. 

2. The Flags over The Viceroy’s House, Government Houses and other 
Government buildings in India will bo down at half-mast on the day of the 
funoral of His late Majesty.
